Inventions I, II, III, IV, V and VI are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can 
be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
designs, modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant 
case, the different inventions have different designs, modes of operation, and effects. 

Group I is directed to a method requiring the step of exposing the metal seed 
layer to an agitated rinse. 

Group II is directed to a method requiring the step of exposing the metal seed 
layer to a liquid that includes a surfactant and requiring a first station and a second 
station. 

Group III is directed to a method requiring the step of exposing the metal seed 
layer to an organic solvent and requiring a first station and a second station. 

Group IV is directed to a method requiring the step of exposing the metal seed 
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layer to activated hydrogen at a pressure of at least 0.1 atmosphere. 

Group V is directed to a method requiring the step of exposing the metal seed 
layer to an oxidant solution so as to form an oxidized surface layer on the metal seed 
layer. 

Group VI is directed to a method requiring exposing the metal seed layer to a 
liquid that includes a surfactant. 

The "exposing" step in each of the methods above is different and unrelated. The 
metal seed layer is treated in a different way. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper.
